Also,  we  visited  the  different  industrial  plants 
here  in  the  city.  First,  all  seniors  cdimbed  into  buses  and  visited  Reynolds  Tobacco 
Company.  There,  we  were  given  souvenirs  of  cigarettes,  pencils  and  smoking  tobacco. 
Two  weeks  later,  nine  of  us  visited  Wachovia  Bank.  In  January  we  visited  Hanes  Hosiery 
Mills.  Being  able  to  take  only  sixty  in  all,  many  of  the  ones  left  felt  greatly  disappointed.
